US demands Snowden’s 
return from Russia 


WASHINGTON - The United 
States yesterday appealed once 
again to Moscow to expel US 
intelligence leaker Edward 
Snowden as he formally re¬ 
quested temporary asylum in 
Russia 

“The Russian government 
has an opportunity here to 
work with us,” press secretary 
Jay Carney told reporters at his 
daily briefing “This should 
not be something that causes 
I ong -term pro bl em s for U. S. - 
Russian relations" 

"Our position oil this re¬ 
mains what it was and is quite 
dear, which is that we believe 
there is ample legal justifica¬ 
tion for the return of Mr Sno w¬ 
den to the United States, where 
he has been charged with se¬ 
rious felonies," Carney said. 

"He is not a human rights 
activist, he is not a dissident, 
he's accused of leaking classi¬ 
fied in form ati on, “ C am ey 
added. "He‘s been charged 
with three felony counts re¬ 


lated to die leaking of classi¬ 
fied information, and for those 
reasons, he should be returned 
to die United States. Our inter¬ 
est has always been in seeing 
him expelled from Russia and 
returned to the United States." 

Snowden, a former Na¬ 
tional Security Agency con¬ 
tractor, has been stranded in a 
transit zone at Moscow's 
Sheremetyevo Airport since 
arriving from Hong Kong June 
23 amid a diplomatic storm 
over Ins disclosures. 

His leaks laid baie extensive 
US electronic surveillance op¬ 
erations used to scoop phone 
and Internet data on a massive 
scale around the world 

Carney said the White 
House had not been in contact 
with Moscow yesterday, but 
said Washington had made 
deal' its position in conversa¬ 
tions with Russian officials 
and those of other countries 
that might give Snowden asy¬ 
lum.

This dilemma was discussed 
by Drs Kooisira in opening 
their seminar at the ALA by 
p ro vi ding 11 a des cnp ti ve 
analysis of tire roles librarians 
must play in dealing with, a 
variety of conditions in a ra¬ 
pidly changing world, and ac¬ 
knowledged the need for 
libraries to transform them¬ 
selves, as they show early 
signs of “obsolescence.” He 
proposed an enlightened and 
expanded concept of the “neo- 
library" as a highly special¬ 
ized platform for integrating 
informati o n re s ourc e s sharing 
as well as a "critical compo¬ 
nent of a cogent collaboration 
of a community engagement 
process'" 


Dr. Kcoistra observed, 
“The library could be the 
place Id turn to for (local) 
governments and other stake¬ 
holders (e.g. housing corpora¬ 
tions and real estate 
developers) when seeking in¬ 
teract! dii with the community. 
They will maintain their func¬ 
tion as guardians d£ cultural 
capital and knowledge. But 
beside that, they could be¬ 
come active hubs of informa¬ 
tion and knowledge exchange, 
involved in education, aware¬ 
ness and public collaboration 
pro grains” 

Drs. Alberts described the 
very tangible green energy 
process of bringing a ten kilo¬ 
watt solar panel array to her 


Philipsburg library, a step the 
BNA would very much like to 
emulate, but is held back due 
to lack of funding The St 
Maarten installation is among 
the first steps m the 1 greening' 
of their energy consumption 
The library’s "expertise and 
experiences facilitating this 
installation serves as a model 
for future projects for schools 
and public buildings" for the 
Dutch Caribbean. 

Aruba's National Library 
has instead taken an active role 
in educating the community, 
particularly the youth, the "next 
generation to understand, ap¬ 
preciate and "get on board," 
with the sustainability plan tar 
Aruba that is the declared pol¬ 
icy of die current, government. 
Mr Alders is Coordinator of 
the National Library's Green 
Education Symposium, of 
which diey have at present 
hosted two such events, and are 
now planning a third for 2014 
Tin s p ro gram supp orts Arub a's 
annual Green Aruba Confer¬ 
ence, and the establishment of 
the Caribbean Energy Envi¬ 
ronment and Sustainability Ed¬ 
ucation program. The Green 
Education Symposium Aruba 
II, in 2013, became a reality 
due to the partnership with 
"Green's 'Cool" program, a col¬ 
laborative effort of ELMAR, 
Aruba's energy distribution ad¬ 
ministrator, SETAE. NY, the 
li ati □ nal tel e co mm uni cati on s 
company, W.E B N.Y the 
water and power plant, Santa 
Rosa center of animal hus¬ 
bandly and agn culture, and 
Utilities Aruba N Y adminis¬ 
trating over energy projects 
The 2D 14 symposium will 
focus on “Sustainable Food 
Supplies" m cooperation with 
Santa Rosa center 

The concept of libraries 
being a motivating force in the 
education of the public and 
the instigation of green energy 
policies beyond their prem¬ 
ises, "was absolutely startling 
and ey e- op emng for tho s e that 


attended our panel discus¬ 
sion," recounts Mr Aiders “A 
very few were from the re¬ 
gion, but most were from the 
U.S., and they were very ex¬ 
cited by our presentations It 
certainly sparked some ideas 
of how their libraries can be¬ 
come more involved and es¬ 
sential to their communities" 
Executive Secretary of 
ACURIL, Dr. Luisa Vigo 
Cepeda, who attended this 
panel discussion, made a pub¬ 
lic pronouncement asking the 
BNA team to take the lead- 
agency role for guiding 
ACUFJL’s new environmen¬ 
tal section. 

"Libraries everywhere are 
looking to established poll ties 
and programs that keep them 
a vi abl e p art of the sy stem We 
found our symposiums re¬ 
ceived excellent attention and 
cooperation from important 
ministers, including Prime 
Minister Email, who was a 
guest speaker, as well as fi¬ 
nancial support from the enti¬ 
ties who are most involved 
with green policies It was the 
response, however, from the 


thousands of students attend¬ 
ing, and their teachers, which 
reinforced our belief in their 
concern. They made it clear 
how important they found 
these symposiums to their un¬ 
derstanding of green energy 
policies. The youth want tD 
know how they will affect 
theca, and how they can im¬ 
prove their future "

UN: 5,000 a month dying in 
worsening Syria war 

UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - Five thousand people a. month 
are dying in the Syria war which has now thrown up the worst 
refugee crisis since the 1994 Rwandan genocide, UN officials 
sad yesterday 

A ha st of top officials called on the divided UN Security 
Council to take stronger action to deal with the fallout from 
the 26 month old civil warm which the United Nations says 
up to 100,000 people have died. 

''The extremely Ingh rate of killings nowadays -- approx¬ 
imately 5,DQ0 a month — demonstrates the drastic deteriora¬ 
tion of the conflict," UN assistant secretary general for human 
rights Ivan Sim on o vie told a council meeting on Syria 

Nearly 1.8 million people are now registered with the 
United Nations in countries around Syria aid an average of 
6,000 people a day are now fleeing, UN High Commissioner 
for Refugees Antonio Guterres added. 

"We have not seen a refugee outflow escalate at such a 
frightening rate since the Rwandan genocide almost 20 years 
ago," Guterres said 


Panama: North Korean arms 
shipment a matter for the UN 


Faith leaders vow action in w ake of 
US teen’s killing 


PANAMA CITY (AFP) - 
Panama yesterday called for 
UN investigators to inspect a 
shipment of suspected wea¬ 
pons parts aboard a North Ko¬ 
rean-flagged ship as it tried to 
enter the Panama Canal last 
week 

President Ricardo Mar- 
tmelli tweeted a photo of the 
suspected weapons cache, 
which weapons experts have 
identified as an ageing Soviet- 
built radar control system for 
surface-to-air missiles. 

Officials said if the ship¬ 
ment is indeed determined to 
contain missile components, 
that could viol ate a UN ban on 
most weapons being shipped 


into or out of North Korea 

Panama's Security Minister 
Jose Raul Mulino told RPC 
radio that the affair now is a 
matter for United Nations in¬ 
vestigators. 

'The Security Council will 
have to send experts," he said. 

The United States hailed 
the Panamaian action, and said 
it. stood ready to help if 
needed. 

In tlie meantime, authorities 
here said they were continuing 
to unload thousands of bags of 
sugar' tli at had concealed the 
suspected weapons shipment. 

The weapons were deve¬ 
loped m 1957 and frequently 
used during the Vietnam War. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Afhc an-Amencan faith Ieaders 
vowed yesterday to harness 
anger over the Trayvon Martin 
case to overturn "stand-your- 
ground' laws and reassert the 
case for greater civil rights. 

Speaking outside Depart¬ 
ment of Justice headquarters. 
Reverend A1 Sharp ton an¬ 
nounced a National Justice for 
Trayvon Day for Saturday with 
rallies outside federal build¬ 
ings and court houses in more 
than IDO cities nationwide. 

“People all over the country 
will gather to show that we are 
not having a two- or three-day 
anger fit," said the civil rights 
firebrand, flanked by more 
than a dozen other African-? 
American clergy members. 

"This is a social movement 
for justice "

PANAMA CITY (AFP) - 
Panama's president sad Mon¬ 
day that a North Korean ship 
captain tried to kill himself 
after the vessel was stopped en 
route from Cuba and found to 
hav e susp e cted mi s sal e material 
onboard 

Outlining a dramatic se¬ 
quence of events, President Ri¬ 
cardo Martinelli said the ship 
was t argeted by drug enforce- 
ment officials as it approached 
die Panama Canal and was 
taken into p ort, hut a search re¬ 
vealed cargo of far greater con¬ 
cern. 

The vessel's estimated 35- 
man crew also noted when po¬ 
lice stepped aboard, according 
to Martinelli, who said the sus¬ 
picious goads were found hid¬ 
den in a consignment of sugar. 

Initial reports said the ship 
was boarded last Friday 

The ship, named Chong 
Chon Gang, is being held as 
are the crew; who not only re¬ 
sisted tiie approach from the 
Panamanian authorities but at¬ 
tempted to sabotage the search, 
he said. 

The h oat was headed b ack to 
North Korea when it was 
stopped and taken to Man¬ 
zanillo, east of the Atlantic 
opening of the Panama Canal,

STOCKHOLM (AFP) - Swe¬ 
den's food safety watchdog 
said on Tuesday it had found 
"extremely high" levels of ar¬ 
senic in a Chinese herbal rem¬ 
edy posing a “very serious 
health hazard." 

Tire toxic substance was 
found in a product called Niu- 
Hu ang Chi eh-tu -p l eii, win eh is 
claimed by online vendors of 


traditional Chinese medicine to 
cure numerous conditions, in¬ 
cluding toothache, skin infec¬ 
tions, anorexia and fever in 
infants. 

Tire product is also sold 
under die Indian names Divya 
Kaishore Guggul and Chan- 
draprabha Vati 

"Hie recommended dose 
provides a daily amount of in¬ 


organic arsenic which in a 
worst, case scenario equals half 
a lethal dose," said Leif Busk, 
a toxicologist at the national 
Food Agency. 

11 C ons e quently, any on e wh o 
eats it can be very seriously af¬ 
fected It's frightening to think 
there are companies selling 
these very hazardous prepara¬ 
tions.

The pro duct was discovered 
and removed from shelves in 
Stockholm this summer, but 
could still be on sale in other 
Swedish cities It. can also be 
bought on the Internet.

US approves first brain wave 



WASHINGTON {AFP) - US regulators on Monday ap¬ 
proved the first brain wave test for attention deficit hy¬ 
peractivity disorder, saying It may improve the accuracy 
of diagnoses by medical experts. Cases of ADHD are on 
the rise in the United States, as are the number of pre¬ 
scriptions for stimulants doled out to young people who 
appear to have difficulty concentrating or controlling im¬ 
pulses. The new test, known as the Neuropsychiatric 
EEG-Based Assessment Aid (NEBA) System, measures 
electrical impulses given off by neurons in the brain. A 
15-20 minute test calculates the ratio of certain brain 
wave frequencies known as theta and beta waves in chil¬ 
dren age six to 17. The FDA said the test "can help con¬ 
firm an ADHD diagnosis" or help decide if further 
treatment should focus on "other medical or behavioral 
conditions that produce symptoms similar to ADHD." 
Studies supplied by the manufacturer evaluated 275 pa¬ 
tients using both the NEBA system and other standard 
protocols for diagnosing ADHD which include behav¬ 
ioral questionnaires, behavioral and IQ testing and phys¬ 
ical! exams. ADHD is believed to occur in five to 10 
percent of US children. A recent analysis of US govern- 
ment data by the New York Times found that as many as 
one in five teenage boys is diagnosed with the disorder. 
A study in the journal Pediatrics last year found a4€ per¬ 
cent rise in ADHD prescriptions from 2002 to 2010.

NASA finds new moon 


on Neptune

WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
tiny new moon has been spot¬ 
ted circling Neptune — the 
14tli known to be orbiting the 
faraway planet the US space 
agency said on Monday 

The moan is the smallest 
ever glimpsed around Neptune 
and measures just about 12 
miles (19 kilometers) across, 
based on observations from 
tlie Hubble Space telescope, 
NASA said. 

Neptune is the farthest 
planet from the Sun, and 
NASA said the moon, named 
S/20Q4 Nl, is about 100 mil¬ 


lion times fainter than the 
dimmest star that can be seen 
with the naked eye. 

Astronomers found the 
moon by tracking a white dot 
tli at appeared repeatedly in 
more than 150 photos taken 
by Hubble from 2004 to 2009. 

Mark Showaiter of the 
SETI Institute in Mountain 
View, California, found the 
moon July 1 while studying 
die faint arcs around Neptune, 
NASA said. 

The moon is believed to cir¬ 
cle Neptune once every 23 
hours.

19 groups sue NSA over data 
collection 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Nineteen US organizations 
fried suit Tuesday against the 
Nati on Eil Security Agency 
claiming their constitutional 
lights were violated by die se¬ 
cret spy agency's data collec¬ 
tion programs 

Hie Electronic Freedom 
Foundation fried the action on 
behalf of a variety of groups 
including the First Unitarian 
Church of Los Angeles, the 
gun rights group Cal guns 
Foundation, Greenpeace and 
Human Rights Watch. 

Hie suit fried m California 
federal court alleges that the 
mass collection of phone 
records under the so-called 
PRISM program violates 
Americans' constitutional 
rights. 

The case is the Latest m a 
wave of legal action since reve¬ 


lations in the media about the 
PRISM program, believed to 
collect vast amounts of phone 
and Internet data as part of ef¬ 
forts to protect national security. 

In a separate case Monday, 
the secret US court overseeing 
national security investigations 
opened the door to declassify¬ 
ing documents related to the 
government's data collection 
program m a case involving 
Internet giant Yahoo! 

The Foreign Intelligence 
Surveillance Court said the 
government should review 
which documents should be 
declassified and inform the 
court of its decision by July 29. 

The case dates back at least, 
to 2 DOS, when the court issued 
an order reportedly requiring 
Yahoo! to allow the govern¬ 
ment to obtain access to cus¬ 
tomer data, . 


Yahoo! asked the court on 
June 14 to release documents 
about the program, shortly 
after revelations of the vast

WTO: Crisis-hit EU has 
avoided protectionism

GENEVA (AFP) - The Euro¬ 
pean Union has avoided pro¬ 
tectionism in tlie face of its 
debt crisis, die World Trade Or¬ 
ganization said yesterday, 
saluting the IB -nation bloc for 
its stance. 

"The focus of EU policy 
over the past two years has 
been on the financial crises and 
there have been relatively few 
changes to trade policies, laws, 
or institutions m other areas, 11 
the WTO said "However, the 
fact tli at there has been no re¬ 
treat into protectionism is, m it¬ 
self, a positive sign." 

The comments came m a re¬ 
view o f EU trade policy by die 
WTO, which carries out regu¬ 
lar assessments of its 159 
member economies. EU offi¬ 
cials have h een meeting with a 
review panel tins week at the 
WTO's Geneva headquarters. 

The WTO spotlighted a raft 
of causes of the EU's crisis, in¬ 
cluding a failure to carry out re¬ 
forms while credit was easy, 
resulting m unsustainable debt, 
and over-exposure for banks. It 
also pointed to falling compet¬ 
itiveness in some EU member 
states It pointed to varying 
rates of value-added tax (VAT) 
and excise duties, plus corpo¬ 


rate and personal taxation in 
the EU, saying the mesh of dif¬ 
ferent rul es p o s ed p ro bl ems for 
trade 

"Hie complexity of the tax¬ 
ation system, including collec¬ 
tion and payment, for example 
for VAT, can result in addi¬ 
tional compliance costs for 
economic operators," it said, 
also flagging up the broad 
range of reduced VAT rates ap¬ 
plied for some products. "If all 
reduced rates were removed, 
the standard rate of VAT could 
in certain member states theo¬ 
retically be dropped by up to 
7.5 percent without any impact 
on overall revenue," it added.

Yoenls Cespedes wins Home Run Derby

NEW YORK CETY (AFP) - 
Cuban star Yoenls Cespedes 
captured the 2013 All-Star 
Game home run derby, out- 
slugging Washington's 
Sryce Harper 9-8 in the final 
round of the batting compe¬ 
tition on Monday. The 27- 
year-old Cespedes, who 
plays outfield for the Oak¬ 
land Athletics, won the 
crown with a towering 455- 
foot shot beyond the wall in 
centre field at Citi Field park. 

Cespedes is the second A's

tion -the other being disgraced former major leaguer Mark McGwire in 1992. Three 
years ago, McGwire admitted to using performance-enhancing drugs throughout a 
Major League Baseball career in which he hit a total of 583 homers. McGwire is now a 
hitting coach with the Los Angeles Dodgers. Cespedes' win also extended the Ameri¬ 
can League's run of winners to seven consecutive years, in the final round. Cespedes 
tied Harper's total with a shot off the window of the stadium restaurant in left field. That 
set the stage for his winning hit. Cespedes hit 32 hom e runs overall Monday, compared 
to 24 by Harper. Cespedes defected from Cuba in the summer of 2011 to the Dominican 
Republic and then became a free agent before signing with Oakland before the 2012 
season.
